Anti-Nuclear Movement Broad Based 


In the aftermath of the demonstration, the govern- 
ment attempted to pin responsibility on "leftist ex- 
tremist organizations." However, even conservative 
German newspapers admitted that these charges were 
false. Opposition to nuclear power has been growing 
throughout Germany, in response to the government's 
increased emphasis on developing nuclear energy while 
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ignoring. th(^ : envifpn»^?aX consequences . In the 
past fouryeairs, Dccftpatibnsxjf ftucl.ear power plant 
sites have become i a r more frequent, with one occu- 
pation in Whyl, West Germany, lasting almost a year 
and a half. 

Opposition to the power plant' in Brockdorf ap- 
pears to be fairly broad based. Residents of this 
small rural town in the state of Schleswig-Holstein 
say that the power plant is being pushed on them by 
the government, with no concern for the dangerous 
environmental impact. They point to the danger of 
nuclear accidents and the disposal of nuclear wastes 
And they charge that the government's policy to 
develop nuclear energy has not considered alterna- 
tive sources of energy. Even conservative newspaper 
in West Germany admit this point and call for an in- 
tense public debate before the nuclear energy pro- 
gram is continued. 

Generally speaking, nuclear plants in Germany 
have been built in rural areas and usually near ri- 
vers, where they seriously affect the environment — 
for example, changing the air and water temperatures 
In the case of the planned Whyl, West Germany nuclea 
plant, opponents charged that the change in air tem- 
perature caused by the plant would have destroyed 
the wine farming in that region, besides raising the 
temperature of the Rhine River, thereby killing life 
in the river. 

Situated near the Elbe- River in northern Ger- 
many, Brockdorf is primarily a farming and fishing 
area. There is fear that a nuclear plant would 
have similar effects. 

The November 15 demonstration was the culmina- 
tion of a series of protests aimed at stopping the 
power plant. In an official referendum the inhabi- 
tants had opposed the project by a 75% vote. But 
their position was ignored, as was the presentation 
of a petition signed by 20,000 residents requesting 
the government not to grant a construction permit. 

When the community learned in late October that 
the federal government was giving the go-ahead to 
start construction, despite their complaints and 
court cases, they decided to take action. 

The extent of the police brutality against the 
demonstrators has created greater support for the 
protesters. The government was forced in mid-Decem- 
ber to temporarily suspend the'tonstruction permit 
for the plant until February, in order to conduct 
inquiries into its environmental impact. The anti- 
nuclear movement is planning another demonstration 
for February which they hope will be even larger 
than the one in November.

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FBI ACTED TO DISCREDIT 
ANTIOCH COLLEGE’S ACADEMIC REPUTATION 

NEW YORK(LNS) — Since the FBI counterintelli- 
gence program "Cointelpro" first became public 
knowledge in 1971, numerous government campaigns 
to infiltrate, discredit, frame and otherwise dis- 
rupt activist organizations and individuals on 
-* - have come to light. 

These were all part of the broader Cointelpro 
program, whose existence was discovered during 
the 1971 burglary of the Media, Pennsylvania FBI 
office. The files obtained showed that the FBI 
had targeted a broad spectrum of organizations 
and individuals which the government perceived as 
a threat. These included the black nationalist 
movement — particularly the Black Panther Party, 
leftist party organizations, progressive unions, 
the New Left and the anti-war movement. 

Antioch College in Yellow Springs, Ohio has 
the dubious distinction of being the first known 
case in which an educational institution itself 
was the target of a Cointelpro program. Late 
this fall Antioch's student paper, the RECORD, 
reprinted documents from the FBI’s Cincinnati of- 
fice which were released by the Senate Intelli- 
gence Committee November 19, 1975. These docu- 
ments, which were censored by the FBI before 
release, identified Antioch's Yellow Springs cam- 
pus and the town itself as a "center for New 
Left activity" and outlined a plan of action aimed 
at discrediting Antioch's academic reputation. 

To "expose the pseudo-intellectual image of 
Antioch," the FBI would Identify Antioch graduates 
with a "low achievement record." It would then 
furnish the information to "friendly news media," 
parents and other sources of financial support 
for the college. 

Another memo, dated June 3, 1968 and even- 
tually released by the Senate Intelligence Com- 
mittee, gave J. Edgar Hoover's go-ahead for the 
program of action. 

The FBI’s Cointelpro campaign against Antioch 
was not unlike strategies used against the New 
Left in other cities and on other campuses. A- 
nother FBI memo reprinted by the RECORD supplies 
suggestions for counterintelligence actions which 
"can be utilized by all offices." The suggestions 
include: preparation of a leaflet designed to 
show that New Left activists do not represent 
the majority of students ("naturally the most 
obnoxious pictures [of activists] should be used"); 
sending anonymous letters to the parents, parents’ 
employers and neighbors of activists regarding 
the New Left members' activities; taking advantage 
of personal conflicts between New Left leaders; 
and use of cartoons and photographs ridiculing 
the left, since "ridicule is one of the most po- 
tent weapons which we can use against it." 

Point 4 of the memo suggested: "The use of 

articles from student newspapers and/or the 
’underground press’ to show the depravity of New 
Left leaders and members. In this connection, ar- 
ticles showing advocation of the use of narcotics 
and free sex are Ideal to send to university of- 
ficials, wealthy donors, members of the legisla- 
ture and parents of students who are active in 
New Left matters." 


Point number 7 recommended "anonymous 
letters or leaflets describing faculty members and 
graduate assistants in the various institutions of 
learning who are active in New Left matters, , .Such 
letters could be signed 'A Concerned Alumni 1 or 
'A Concerned taxpayer.™ 

These last two points suggest a connection be- 
tween the Cointelpro program against Antioch and 
a letter reprinted by the RECORD which reads like a 
communication from a random right-wing crackpot. 

The letter was sent in 1970 to Lever Bros . , after tl 
company made a substantial contribution to the 
Antioch Law School in Washington D.C. 

"When you gave money to Antioch College, in 
Yellow' Springs, Ohio," the writer warned, "you were 
aiding and abetting Communism, Anarchy, Revolution.' 
The school had become a "diploma mill," the letter 
claimed — overrun with crime, promiscuity, drugs 
and comxnun *..V; propoganda. 

Attache 1 to the letter were xeroxed copies 
of RECORD articles, among them: "Drug Dealer Loses 
$1,300 in Robbery," "Pushers Organize," "'Filth 
and Am 01 "''’ ity 1 , " and "Faculty 'Taxes’ Self to Defenc 
Pantht:: Also included was a copy of a gay 

liberation leaflet and a partial listing of "radical 
course offerings and professors. 

Antioch Still Awaits FBI Files 

In response to what it called "a systematic, 
illegal, and outrageous attack upon the academic 
reputation of Antioch College," the school applied 
for FBI documents and records relating to the 
Yellow Springs and other Antioch campuses under the 
Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) . 

That was on November 24, 1975, and Antioch 
is still waiting for the FBI to release the requeste 
materials. The Bureau's only response has been a 
standard letter from the FBI acknowledging receipt 
of the requests and asking for more time to pro- 
vide the documents , 

Bureau inaction, the RECORD suggested, "has 
brought the need for further legal action into seric 
consideration," This fall a petition was circulated 
among Antioch students and faculty, calling upon 
the college to initiate litigation against the FBI 
in order to obtain the materials. According to 
a RECORD staff member, a majority of students on 
the Yellow Springs campus signed the petition; 
what the college will do is not yet clear, she says. 
The administration is presently most concerned 
about the college’s tenuous financial sitution — 
a situation which the FBI did its part to help 
create . 

Although Antioch has experienced a long delay 
in trying to get its FBI files, delay itself is 
not unusual for those trying to gain documents 
under the FOIA. According to Rick Wagner, a New 
York legal worker, the average delay is about 9 
or 10 months . 

"The federal agencies administer the FOIA, 
as most laws are administered, with a keen politi- 
cal awareness of what their interests are," said 
Wagner . 

According to the FBI, Cointelpro was begun in 
1968 and officially discontinued immediately after
